Revolver Pressed Against Mrs. 
Irvlng's Head and Forced to '. 
Reveal Hiding Place of 

Family Exchequer 

'■>: 

The most darint* dnylight robbery ' that^" 
ovor occurred in Kenosha county took place 
at halE pnBt three o'clock Friday afternoon 
when two men drove to tho homo of Thos, 
Irving in Pleasant Prairie, ' and finding 
Mrs, Irving alone in the bouse, one of the 
men clapped a revolver to her templb and 
forced her to turn over td him twenty-eight: 
dollars in money. After the money had 
been uecurcd the men went, back and got 
into tbo rig and drove townfdTJCenoshn. 
Two hours later Ihc police and sheriff were 
notified of the crime hut tho men bad by 
that time escaped. 

Mr, and Mrs. Iivins reside nl^ne nt the 
old homestead two nktln half milca south 
of KonoBha on . tho Blind Bond nud they 
usually keep a small amount of money in 
thu house to take care of- urgent expends. 
Oh Friday nfternoon Mr, Irving went out; 
to n pasture lot far from tlio IioiImj to s: 
some calves and'Mrs. Irving was nloncVin 
the house. When the men knocked a/the 
hack door Mrs. Irving suspecting noUiing, 
opened tho door nnd before sbo con Id/speak 
the men hnd pushed themselves irio the 
room. Ono of the men drew n revolver 
from bis pocket hnd placed it agni: it .the 
woman's head and demanded Unit e m give 
up what money there was in tho house, 
Mrs. Irving was bo terrified that slid coqjd 
not tfliout'for aid and withotU riHtk^r^f""f^ny , 
objection she led tho robber to tho aiding 
place of tho family exchequer. Not a\ word 
wna spoken by the two robbers during Iho 
transaction but as soon as they had secured 
the money iboy backed out of the hbuso 
and jumped into tlio buggy and tho pair 
drove back toward Kenosha. V 

Mrs. Irving was completely overcome Oy 
tho shock of thn incident nnd she wa\ 
fonnd in a dazed condition when her hus- 
band rr turned to the house. After alio 
bad been revived she told the story of the 
daring crime and as soon as possible the 
husband callod up the police office and the 
sheriff and notified them to look out for 
the. two men. This wm two hours after 
they had left tha -Irving farm and in that 
time Ihey could have driven all tho way to 
Racine. '.The; victim gave a pretty good 
description of tho man who beld the re- 
volver nnd a description, in a wnv, is nn- 
swored by n well known local crook who is 
said to be missing. Tho police at onco 
sent lulegramB and telephones to the sur- 
rounding cities and every effort is being 
made to (acuta the men. It is thought 
possible that the men are residents of Ke- 
nofcbn and thnt they were aware of'the fuel 
that the woman wits alone in the house, 
and took this menus of securing a' little 
easy ChristmnB money. It is claimed that 
Mra. Irving has entirely recovered from 
the shock of the incident.
